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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

1 . Claims 1 3-20, 22,23, 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 13 and 20 the recitation of the limitation "the home location 
register" on line 15 of claim 13 and lines 17-18 of claim 20 lacks antecedent basis in the 
claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 13 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

/ Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Foti (5,839,064) discloses a system and method of providing 
redundant interfaces from a MSC to an associated Voice Message System (VMS) for 
facilitating voice mail retrieval. 

Amin (6,810,257) discloses a wireless communication system for providing partitioned 
services based on a retrieved profile. 

Penttonen (5,627,877) discloses a method for relocating a subscriber in a voice 
messaging system. 
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Boland et al. (6,665,532) discloses an alternative message usage for voice mail retrieval 
via revertive calling.
